In early September the headquarters of the 187 Regiment, 63 Division, 21 Army, 
was at Ts'aishenlung (6299/l:377/1702), Chungchieh (0022/589h), in Shihp'n 
(121-56, 29-15), Subordinate units of the 187 Regiment were stationed as fol- 
lows: the 1 Battalion at Ch'’angkuoweich'eng (121-56, 29-16); the 2 Battalion 
at Yents'angch'ienchen (7770/0221/0167/6966), one mile northeast of Shihp!u; 
the 3 Battalion at Nant’ien (121-56, 29-08) and Tiant'oushan (122-02, 29-10); 
an artillery battery at the north gate of Shinp'u; the supply department at 
Wenlanch'iao (229/5€95/2890), Shihp'u; the medical section in the Kuohua 
(0948/5478) Hospital, Wenlanch'iao; and the political department on Chich'eng 
(0679/100)) Peak, outside of Shihp'u. 


In early September the north bank of the Yinchiang (121- ,29= ) at Ningpo 
(121-32, 29-5) and the eastern part of Ningpo were heavily garrisoned by 21 
Army troops. A 21 Army hostel was on Houmalu (1775/7)56/6l2h), Hsiaots'aich'ang 
(1)20/5475/103), on the north bank of the Yinchiang in Ningpo, A 22 Army hostel 
was near the central park in Ningpo, 


In early August the main force of the 103 Division and part: of the 109 Division, 
both subordinate to the 35 Army and with a total of 10,000 men, were dispersed 
in the Tungt'oushan (121-08, 27-50) area.- 


In early September the 103 Division, 35 Army, had seven independent battalions 
under its command, Troops of the’ 103 Division were in the Wenchou (120-38, 
28-01) area.t 


On 1 September the headquarters and one battalion of the 307 Regiment, 103 Div- 
ision, 35 Army, were at Kuaot'ou (120-3), 27-36). The two other battalions of 
the 307 Regiment, totaling 1,000 men, were in the coastal area between the mouths 
of the Aochiang (120- , 27- ) and the Feiyunchiang (120- , 27- ). 


On 1 September the headquarters of the 308 Regiment, 103 Division, 35 Army, was 
in duian (120-38, 27-49), with 350 men in the southeast sburbs of the city, 
100 men at Tungshants'un (120-38, 27-46), 100 men at Hsint'engts'un (120-0, 
27-8), and one pigtoon at Chiuli (120-0, 27-6).

On 22 September the headquarters of the 17 Security Division was in the vicinity 
of Yangfumiao (2799/1650/1680) at the east gate of Wenchou (120-38, 28-01), with 
the 50.Regiment at K'anmen (121-16, 28-06) and the 51 Regiment at Tungt'!cushan 
(121-08, 27-50). On 25 May 1952 the 105 Division, 35 Army, had been reorganized 

as the 17 Security Division» with a strength of 10,000 men under the command of

In early September 00 naval personnel and 200 laborers, 100 of whom were 
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prisoners, rrived at Changshats'un (7022/3097/2625), two miles northeast of 
Hsiaomaowan from Shanghai. They brought concrete, steel, and lumber with them 
to build gun emplacements and barracks, 


In duly a Chinese Communist replacement. center was at Tat'ien (121-12, 28-56) 
where more than 1,000 Chinese Communist officers were being trained. 


On 1 September there were four 37mm guns in the area between Wanhsi (120-h0, 
27-38) and Kuaot'ou (120-33, 27-37) as part of the coastal defenses.
